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WILKINS PLANS 
LIGHT ACROSS 


SOUTH POLE AREA 


Explorer Indicates He Will 


Retain Eielson Who Took 
Him Over North Arctic 
Region, as Pilot. 


PREPARING TO START 
NEXT SEPTEMBER 


Captain Unlikely to Leave 
Spitzbergen Before Mid- 
dle of May — Plane Ice- 
bound. 


By the Associated Press. 

GREEN HARBOR, Spitzbergen, 
April 24.—Capt. George H. Wilkins, 
scarcely landed from his great feat 
of flying across the top of the 
world by airplane, already is plan- 
ning a new air venture, this time 
over the Antarctic at the south end 
of the world. 

The Captain has received a tele- 
graphic offer from Commander 
Richard E. Byrd, who also is plan- 
ning an Antarctic expedition, to 
buy the Wilkins polar plane for 
the Commander’s South Polar trip. 
But Wilkins replied he was unable 
to accept the offer, as he is plan. 
ning a South Polar expedition. 

He plans to start on his new 
venture as soon as possible, prob- 
ably at the beginning of Septem- 
ber, and has roughly drawn up a 
program for the projected explora- 
tion. Beyond this he refuses to 
give out any information. 

Wants Eielson as pilot. 

He said, however, that with such 
an excellent airplane as that which 
carried him and Lieut. Carl B. 
Wielson across the polar region 
from Point Barrow, and with such 
a glorious pilot as Eielson, he en- 
tertained the best hope of success. 

Wilkins said he felt very com- 
fortable at Green Harbor and ex- 
pressed astonishment that he had 
found here regular comfortable 
Norwegian houses. As soon as he 
gets time he will construct a snow 
hut like a bee hive to demonstrate 
the- dwellings as they are at Point 
Barrow. 

Among congratulations which 
the Commander has received is a 
telegram from King Haakon of 
Norway. An expedition from 
Long Year City, which is in Spitz- 
bergen, has arrived here bringing 
the congratulations of the Spitz- 
bergen population. 

The wireless station at Green 
Harbor has received such a large 
number of telegrams from differ- 
ent parts of the world that the 
chief of the station, at the request 
of Wilkins, has sent out a mes- 
sage saying that in the future they 
will refuse to answer any questions 
regarding the aviators. 

Repairs Begun. 

-Work of repairing the under 
part of Wilkins’ airplane is under 
way. - 

Wilkins is understood to be 
anxious to leave for Norway by 
steamer as soon as possible, but 
whether the work of repairing 
the plane indicates that the men 
instead will attempt to fly over 
the ice which blocks their path 
to Europe is not known. 

It does not seem possible that 
they will fly from Green Harbor, 
however, since the plane’s fuel is 
said to have been almost exhaust- 
ed in the long flight from Point 
Barrow. Alaska. 

The first available boat for Nor- 
way probably will not sail before 
the middle of May, when the ice 
that surrounds Spitzbergen breaks 
up. 

The explorers, if they embark 
from Kings Bay, must travel there 
at least 80 miles by dog sled. They 
may decide to wait until the ice 
is cleared from Isfjord on which 
Green Harbor is situated as this 
would enable them to ship the 
plane more easily. 


Lost On Dead Man’s Isle. 

The flyers said that when they 
landed on Dead Man's Island they 
did not know just where they were 
as their maps of the Spitzberzgen 
district were very primitive. This 
island is said to be very well known 
by Norwegian explorers and is 
about 12% miles long, running east 
and west. 

During their stay on Dead Man‘a 
Island a snowstorm raged and it 
was bitter cold. The airmen were 
forced to keep inside their plane. 

On arriving at Green Harbor the 
first thing Wilkins and Eielson did 
was to cover the airplane with a 
double canvas cover to avert (99 
fast refrigeration. This had to be 
done in extreme cold and without 
gloves.

$300.00 ESTATE 


Will of Dr. Francis L. Stue- 
ver, Who Died in Vienna, 
Leaves Money to Move- 
ment in Europe and U. S. 


The $300,000 estate of Dr. Fran- 
cis L. Stuever, retired St. Louis 
physician who died in Vienna, Feb. 
17, will go to aid prohibition in 

> 
Germany, Austria and the United 
States on the death of his sister, 
Miss Celia M. Stuever, according 
to his will, which was filed yester- 
day. During Miss Stuever’s life 
the estate will be in trust, and 
$4000 of each year’s income will 
go for the advancement of pro- 
hibition in Germany and Austria. 

Miss Stuever is to receive all the 
income over the yearly $4000 pro- 
hibition allotment until her death. 
But should the estate’s income fall 
to less than $7000, it is then to be 
divided equally between Miss Stue- 
ver and prohibition. Of the pro- 
hibition benefit, two-thirds of it, 
2666, goes to German abstinence 
work, to be used for “the promo- 
| tion of the cause of prohibition by 
legislation _of the 
, sale and use of intoxicating liquor 
land beverages.” The r@maining 
$1333 goes to Austrian prohibition

Whole Estate to Dry Cause. 
On Miss Stuever’s death, the es-

NEW YORK, April 24.—Seeking 
to fill the hole left in its schedule 
by the breaking off of athletic =:- 
iations with the Naval Academy 
the Army has signed a home anc 
home contract with the University 
ef Tllinois for football games ip 
1929 and 1930. 

Under the agreement, formally 
approved by the Secretary of War 
the Army will travel to Urbana to 
meet the Dini in November of next 
year. Illinois will come East for 
the return game against the Cadets 
either at New York or West Point, 
in the same month of 1330. The ex- 
act dates have not yet been fired. 

Football observers saw in the 
agreement additional confirmation 
ef the belief that there was little 
chance of the Navy and Army ad- 
justing their differences over eligi- 
bility rules for some years to come 
at least. 

The Cadets’ schedule for this 
year calls for a game either at New 
York or West Point against Ne- 
braska on Nov. 24, the date on 
which the traditional struggle with 
the Navy would have been staged. 
Notre Dame is met at New York on 
Nov. 16 this year, but will take over 
the last spot on Army’s schedule 
the following year. Observers ex- 
pected that Nebraska, with which 
the Cadets have only a one rear 
contract, would be dropped after 
1928 and the Illini substituted in 
the vacant place—probably on Nov. 
$. 1929, and a corresponding date 
tm 1930. 

The Cadets’ trip West to meet 
the Ici in 19828 will mark the 
first time the soldiers have play-d 
an interseetional opponent in the 
West. It will also be the first time 
the Army has clashed with a “Biz 
Ten” team since Chicago was de- 
feated at West Point in 1903.

University has unearthed at Yar- 
gon Tepa, near Kerkuk, Irak, an 
enormous temple believed by Dr, 
Edward Chiera, head of the ex- 
pedition, to have been buried for 
3500 years. Eighty-four large 
rooms of the temple have thus far 
been excavated, yielding more 
than 1200 tablets, a wealth of pot- 
tery and what is believed to be 
the oldest coat of mail ever found 
in Irak.

Many were 
without clothes, for they hac fled 
from their homes in terror when 
the first tremors occurred, This 
undoubtedly had prevented a larg- 
er number of casualties. 

e Thirteen persons vere killed in 
Corinth and 10,000 were homeless. 
The power house was destroyed 
and the town pilubged in darkness.

At the nearby resort of Loutrak!, 
2000 persons lost their homes. The 
bathing establishment and the 
Electro-Therapeutic Institute were 
destroyed. A crevice 250 feet long 
was opened. At Kalmani, Posei- 
donia and elsewhere, 4000 were 
homeless . 

The Government granted a credit

of authority that the Supreme Court 
has done its bit to sweep away the noxious 
theory of states’ rights. I suppose the 
ices have done as much as ever Union 
soidiers did to batter down the sovereignty 
of the particular units as opposed to the 
Federal whole. By a curious quirk, Justice 
Holmes, who himself bore arms in the 
conflict, is now among the states’ rights 
wing of the court upon certain occasions 
There is just reported a case in which he 
took such a view. As described in the New 
York Times a Kentucky railway comparny 
gave an exclusive contract to a taxicab con- 
cern to operate a stand within the groun 
of one of its stations. Kentucky courts 
ruled that it was illegal for the company 
to grant such a right, whererpon the taxt- 
cab comcern dissolved in Kentucky, incor- 
porated in Tennessee. and got its stand by 
decision of the Supreme Court.

very little sense to the lay mind Indeed, 
in all the conflicts between Holmes and his 
associates his views seem much more rea- 
sonable. In part, this may be traced to 
the fact that he is a superb writer on «a 
bench largely made up of men who have 
no talent for expression, mo matter what 
their legal capacity may be. I suppose 
the bench and bar is almost the worst 
training school in the country for author- 
ship. There are not 19 judges in the whole 
United States who can express themselves 
in clear and understandable English In- 
deed, only two names come immediately to 
mind—those of Holmes itn Washington and 
Cardoza of the New York bench. 

In regard to the taxicab opinion delivered, 
for the majority br Justice Butler, Holmes 
said that “upen a subtie fallacy” 
and that out of this there. had sprung “an 
unconsitutional usurpation ef power by the 
courts of the United Siates which no lapse 
of time or respectable array of epinion 
should hesitate to make us correct.” That 
is undeniably streng language The Ker 
and Minute Men of America would do well 
to keep an ere on Justice Holmes. The full 
decision does not lis before me and I 
assume that the dissenter probably did not 
go on to explain in just what way the 
courts of the United States can be curbed 
from exercising unconstitutional powers 
If it is comcefvable that the highest court 
of all may promulgate heresy. fust how 
is this to be corrected? We are beck in the 
oid chicken-and-egg comtroversy.
